it was a fearful-looking tiling." 
Did you see it's heod ?" 
"No, I could not see the head. I could 


only see the big, long, black thing wind- 
ing along." 


"How long was it?" 
"I couldn't say exactly, but it must 


have been over 100 feet. It took one wind 
around the boat. It must have been 
traveling with us at first, but we didn't 
see it until it began to cross our bow. 
Then, when one end was out to windward 
over the bow, the other was behind us 
and under our lee."

Sulgrave and the Wnshiuglons. 


THE immediate ancestry of George 


Washington must be sought at Sul- 
grave, ^Northamptonshire. At Sulgrave 
was a monastery, and it was dissolved 
by Henry VIII. at the same time as the 
other religious houses. A large part of 
its estates was granted to the Washing- 
ton family; and in the old Church of 
Sulgrave is a plate of brass with Law- 
rence Washington and his wife incised 
on it, and also his eight sons and nine 
daughters. 
Sulgrave is a pleasant, 


rural part of England, not far from Ban- 
bury and from Whittlebury 1'orest. The 
mansion of the Washingtons was prob- 
ably at one time the priors' dwellinn-, 
and altered for their use. Part of it still 
remains, and is converted into a farm 
house; and in a buttery-hatch is a piece 
of stained glass with the Washington 
crest upon it. It is hoped that this pic- 
turesque relic may at some future time 
form a part of the present series.

Washington, of South Cave Castle, was 
the great-grandson of the lord of the 
manor of Sulgrave. South Cave Castlo 
is reached by the railway that runs be- 
tween York and Hull. Brough is the 
nearest station, and from there to South 
Jave is a walk or drive of three miles. 
The road is a pleasant one, and lies 
-hrough a shaded lane, with here and 
jhere a long opening, and some com- 
•ortable dwellings set in dark ever- 
greens. A road that runs to the rio-ht 
eads us to Hull and the village of liow- 
ey, whieh is quite worth a visit, as it 
was the veritable parent of Rowley, 
Mass.; indeed all the inhabitants left 
Rowley, York, with their Vicar, and 
crossed the ocean to their new home. 
South Cave Castle is truly a delightful 
residence, and is well seen from the 
road.

AN amateur farmer of my acquaint- 


ance once remarked in conversation! 
about a certain field : " It must be rich.i 
tor I sowed wheat there a few years ao-o 
and did not get five bushels per acre, 
and it has not borne any crop to ex- 
naust it since. As the fertility has not 
gone from the soil it must be there 
still." This novel view of the good ef- 
fect of a poor crop I am sure not one 
practical farmer in a hundred would 
have taken. The fact is pretty general- 
ly understood that good crops are pre- 
sumptive evidence that the soil not onlv 
has been but is now rich, while a poor 
crop is presumptive evidence that the 
soil is sterile. 
It is true that crops take 


fertility from the soil, and a large crop 
takes more manurial elements than a 
small one. According to this theory, 
with land of the same fertility a succes- 
sion oi good crops should exhaust the 
soil more than a succession of t>oor 
ones. Yet practically I am satisfied "that 
this is not the fact. 
There are more 
ways ol exhausting fertility thaa by re- 
moving it in crops, and there are recu- 
perative processes going on in all soils 
which are favored by good crops and 
hindered by poor ones. It is not the ab- 
solute amount of potash, lime and phos- 
phates in tho soil that counts for the use 
ot crops, but only what is soluble and 
available. It is here that the advantage 
ol the good crops comes in play. 
The 


shade over the ground which the good 
crop furnishes acts as a mulch, and 
makes the fertility beneath more solu- 
ble. 
Tho nakedness of a poor field 


tends to make it poorer. What is soluble 
is washed away by rains, and the re- 
mainder on heavy soils is locked in 
clods and lumps. I am not sure that 
the absolute decrease in fertility by a 
poor crop is not as great as by a eood 
one. 
J 
& 


The roots of a large plant's growth 


extend deeper and further than they do 
where the crop is poor. True, they ex- 
haust fertility, but their decay in the 
soil is one of tho most important of re- 
cuperative processes. What the plant 
gams from the subsoil is as much added 
to the fertility of tho field as if it were 
drawn thither from another place. It 
effects even more than this, for roots 
which penetrate the subsoil allow air 
and warmth to go deeper, so that other 
plants suffer less from drought. So large 
a proportion of clover-roots go below the 
cultivated soil that clover is rightly re- 
garded asarenovatingcrop. Practically 
a field that has grown a clover crop is 
richer than it was before. Yet analysis 
of clover ash will show that it has taken 
considerable 
of 
mineral 
fertility, 


especially of potash and lime, from tho 
soil. 
But if we put on a crop after 


clover has been taken off, we find that 
there is more plant food available for 
use than before. It is probable that the 
clover gets some of its substance from 
the atmosphere. We know that the car- 
bon of all plants is derived from the car- 
bonic-acid gas in the air. It is probable 
that with (.'lover and other broad-leaved 
plants some of the nitrogen comes from 
the same source, if not directly through 
the leaves then indirectly under tne 
leaves by conversion of nitrogen in the- 
air to nitric acid and its absorption by 
the roots. In this way the dense shade 
of all big crops favors fertility because 
it lavors the conversion of atmospheric 
nitrogen into available form for plant 
food. Then, too, if nitric acid is formed 
in the soil it will probably unite with 
potash or some other mineral element 
present, and render that also available. 
1 ho shade of growing crops thus adds 
to the available fertility in two ways. 
It absolutely increases the amount of 
nitrogen in the soil, and it puts more 
of the mineral fertility in condition to 
bo used. 


In poor, thin grain there is a much 


.arger proportion of valuable mineral 
elements) than in that which is plump 
and good. 
There is as much- gluten 


(nitrogen), as much phosphoric acid 
and lime in a grain of shrunken wheat 
as in a grain of plump wheat. 
The ex- 


tra size of the latter is starch, which is 
only another form of carbon, and which 
exists in practically unlimited qnanti- 
Jes. 
As there are more grains in a 


jnshcl of .shrunken wheat than in a 
bushel of that which is plump, it is evi- 
dent that bushel for bushel the- poor 
jrain exhausts the soil most. 
The far- 


ner grows wheat for the flour, nature 
grows it for seed. Hence if the farmer 
toes not apply enough food for plants, 
lature will scrimp it in tho non-essentials 
or seed and develop it as fully as possi- 
)le for reproduction. The thin, shrunk- 
en wheat will sprout more quickly than 
that which is plump and good. It will 
iot make so strong a plant, because the 
larch of plump grain is the first plant 
food. 


The exhaustive process of grain and 


rnit-growing is not in supplying what 
man chiefly requires. The bran of wheat 
vhich is used as feed for stock contains 
uost of the phosphates. 
The seeds of 


apples and pears, the pits of cherries, 
ilums and peaches which wo throw 
away, exhaust the soil and the vitality 
of tho tree far more than does the de- 
icious fruit, which is mostly a corn- 
jotind of water and carbon. 
But this is 


ntering on another subject. 
What I 


wish to impress is the importance of 
growing large crops, and of the very 
jest quality, if we would increase or 
-ven maintain the fertility of the soil.—

Shingling Churches with Gold. 


THE Russian Government wastes mil- 


lions of gold by spreading it on build- 
ings, not only by the square yard, but 
by the square mile; and only lately it 
has been trying to borrow more money. 
This extravagance is noticed in sorno 
comments by a contemporary: 


The report of Russia's wish to nco-o- 


tiate a new loan, and the undoubted 
fact of her paper ruble being now worth 
only fifty cents instead of seventy-live, 
suggests some curious ideas in connec- 
tion with the magnificent church now 
being completed in Moscow, with a thick 
plating of gold on its dome and cross. 
This fashion of gilding church towers is 
universal in Russia, arid it has been cal- 
culated that enough gold is thus lyino- 
idle to pay off the national debt. 
Tlio 


Isaac Cathedral, in St. Petersburg, has 
a plating of gold throe-quarters of an 
inch thick over the whole of a dome us 
large as that of St. Paul's, in London. 
Ihe church of Our Lady of Konen has a 
massive altar furniture of solid silver. 
During the great fire of Moscow, in 1812, 
the molten gold and silver were .seen 
flowing like water from Die biirnino' 
churches ; and the new addition to them 
which is about to be consecrated repre- 
sents an outlay of fully fifteen million 
dollars.
